Installation of steel framework 
for the community swimming pool 
in the west end of the City Park 
was being carried forward middle 
Oolite week. fellowing a .several- 
day delay in work by the contract­ 
ing firm due to rains of last week. 


Steel was purchased by offi­ 
cials of the Hamlin Foundation, 
Inc., sponsor for the pool, from 
Moore Grain Company at consid­ 
erable saving over current steel 
prices, according to Roy Dunlap, 
city engineer, who is vice presi­ 
dent of the foundation and who 
prepared plans and is supervising 
construction of the pool. 
The steel will be erected within 
the next four or five days provided 
no further weather difficulties are 
encountered, Dunlap said.

which is down 7,190 barrels. 
Oil produrton for all of Texas 
was given a slpsh by th#* Texas 
Railroad Comnusson for the next 
two montha. 
The agency set the June I per­ 
missive flow at 3.042,760 barrels 
daily, dow n 64 280 barrels from 
the May 14 level. 
A cut of 132,039 barrels per day 
under the May l l hgure whs or­ 
dered as of July I.

apply the insecticides to are65 
where the family sits or plays in 
the yard. 
One pound of five per cent dust 
of either of the insecticides ap­ 
plied to 1,000 square feet of lawn 
area is recommended by the Texas

Extension 
Service. 
The dusts are available from most 
feed, drug and grocery stores. 
Sulphur has long been a popular 
chigger killer, but toxaphene and 
chlordane are more effective, say 
entomologists.

About H alf of Firms to 
Close Memorial Day 


About half of the business firms 
and offices of Hamlin will close 
next 
Monday in observance of 
Memorial Day, it was indicated 
in a spot check of institutions by 
The Herald Wednesday. The bank, 
post office, city office and other 
offices will be closed. 


Memorial Day was one of five 
holidays approved for closing by 
merchants of the city last year in 
balloting conducted by the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce. However, sev­ 
eral proprietors declared they did 
not approve the closing and there­ 
fore did not vote.

The agency set the June I per­ 
missive flow at 3.042,760 barrels 
daily, down 6-1280 barrels from 
the May 14 level. 
A cut of 132,039 barrels per day 
under the May 14 figure was or­ 
dered as of Ju ly I.

allowables take into account nor­ 
mal buildup in permssive 
pro­ 
duction which i exults from com­ 


pletion of new wells. That build­ 
up adds some 10,000 barrels Ai 
week to the daily average.

In these word, E. C. McFadden

“The only way you can be sure 
your car is in safe operating con­ 
dition,” M cFadden 
said, “is to 
have it safety checked at regular 
intervals.” 
Such checks, he said, should in­ 
clude the IO item s recommended 
in the vehicle safety check pro­ 
gram. 
They are: Brakes, head­ 
lights, rear and stop lights, tires, 
wheel alignment, exhaust system 
and muffler, windshield wipers, 
glass, horn, and rear-view mirror.

As some Hamlin area people 
have already learned, chiggers can 
deal even Texans a lot of misery. 
Although It wouldn’t be prac­ 
tical to control the pests all sum­ 
mer, entomologists say that 50 to 
75 cents worth of toxaphene or 
chlordane will kill the red bugs 
on the average home lawn for 
about seven days. Such a scheme 
is suggested to anyone planning 
an occessional picnic, 
party or 
other out-of-doors activity. 
O r, 
apply the insecticides to areas 
where the family sits or plays in 
the yard. 
One pound of five per cent dust 
of either of the insecticides ap­ 
plied to 1,000 square feet of lawn 
area is recommended by the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
The dusts are available from most 
feed, drug and grocery stores. 
Sulphur has long been a popular 
chigger killer, but toxaphene and 
chlordane are more effective, say 
entomologists.

from Sweden. 
The present house was erected 
by the Amersons on the place in 
1925. 
A 
double 
garage, 
wash 
house, storm cellar and other im­ 
provements were made in 1951, 
when asbestos siding was added 


to the house. 
The Amersons are natives of 
Mississippi. 
They were married 
in 1902, she beng the former Flor­ 
ence Green. 
They have five chil­ 
dren—Howell Amerson of Mun­ 
day, lEuell and M elvin of Hobbs, 
New Mexico,

Amerson of 
Hamlin and Mrs. A. B. French of 


Hamlin. 
The farm is devoted principally 
; to row crops of maize, sorghum 
and cotton, with some wheat also 
being grown.
